Applicant's amendment after final failed on 03/27/06 has not been considered. Applicant's amendments to the independent claims 
1 and 4 raise new issues that require further search and consideration. Claim 1 now recites, "a mounting stud projecting from a housing of 
the chain saw" which raises new issues that require further search and consideration. Claim 4, now recites, "a chain saw bar mounted to a 
housing of a chain saw" and "one mounting stud that projects from the housing" which raises new issues that require further search and 
consideration. Applicant's argument that the subject matter of the claims, as amended, is encompassed within the scope of the original 
claims is not persuasive. The original claims did not call for a stud that is projecting from a housing of the chain saw. Applicant's 
amendment to the specification and added new drawing cannot be considered at this time. Applicant's argument that the finality of the 
rejection should be removed because the non-final Office action mailed on 06/07/05 did not identify the alleged stud is not persuasive. The 
finality of the rejection is proper, since the ground of the rejection has not been changed. In addition, applicant could have contacted the 
examiner and ask the examiner to clarify the rejection. Furthermore, in the rejection mailed on 06/07/05, the examiner indicated, "the 
sliding member 25 is biased toward the mounting stud." See item 1 1 , lines 6-7 in Office Action mailed on 06/07/05. That is a clear 
indication that the ring 33 identifies the mounting stud.. 
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
